The  application  of  good  principles  and  methods  of  retailing 
makes  it  possible  for  consumer  needs  and  wants  to  be  ade- 
quately supplied,  and  a  planned  profit  secured  to  the  retailer. 

A  work  period  is  required  of  all  senior  majors.  Students 
are  assigned  to  numerous  co-operating  department  stores  in 
Boston,  New  York,  or  near  their  own  homes  where  they  gain 
invaluable  experience  in  the  field.

The  chief  aims  of  the  Science  Department  are  to  widen  hori- 


zons through  observation  and  understanding,  to  stimulate  an 


inquiring  mind,  and  to  cultivate  an  appreciation  of  the  physical 


and  natural  world.  Numerous  courses  such  as  zoology,  anatomy 


and  physiology,  chemistry,  quantitative  analysis,  and  micro- 


biology are  offered. 


The  Nursing  program  at  Lasell  provides  three  years  of 
carefully  integrated  academic  education  with  professional 
experience  in  affiliation  with  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hos- 
pital, Children's  Medical  Center,  Boston  Lying-in  Hospital, 
and  the  Massachusetts  Mental  Health  Center. 

Upon  completion  of  the  program,  the  student  is  eligible 
to  take  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  examinations  in  order 
to  qualify  as  a  Registered  Nurse.

Brooks,  Instructor  in  Science;  Doris  A.  Davis,  R.N.,  In- 
structor in  Operating  Room  Nursing;  Flora  M.  DeScenza, 
R.N.,  Instructor  in  Medical  and  Surgical  Nursing;  Marie  C. 
Lambert,  R.N.,  Instructor  in  Nursing;  and  Lois  D.  Policy, 
R.N.,  Instructor  in  Nursing. 
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The  Language  Department  offers 
courses  in  French  and  Spanish.  They  range 
from  elementary  background  to  a  survey 
of  the  country's  outstanding  Hterature.
